GOLDEN YEAR OF FOOTBALL PERFECTION 


Not in half a century had a Nebraska football team pulled off the 
magic necessary to achieve an undefeated season. 

But the 1965 Cornhuskers drove relentlessly toward the goal that 
had barely escaped them in 1964, and finally inscribed their brilliance 
in the record book. And they did it the hard way—coming from behind 
in three of their last four games. 

It was a pressure year from the start for Coach Bob Devaney and 
his Cornhuskers. They were supposed to be a great team—heavy favor- 
ites to win the Big 8 title for the third straight year, and a near- 
unanimous choice to win the national title. 

While they fell from the No. 1 peg midway in the season as a fine 
Michigan State team also charged to an unbeaten season, along with 
the Arkansas Razorbacks—Nebraska’s 1965 Cotton Bowl foe—the Corn- 
huskers did all that could have been asked of any team. 

Starting with a 34-14 victory over Texas Christian, the Huskers fol- 
lowed with lop-sided victories over Air Force—Nebraska jumped out 
21-0 in the first quarter—by 27-17, Iowa State 44-0, Wisconsin 37-0, . 
Kansas State 41-0 and Colorado 38-13 before getting their first serious 
test. 

And serious it was, as the outstanding Missouri Tigers—slated for a 
Sugar Bowl appearance the same day Nebraska meets Alabama in 
the Orange Bowl—sprinted to a 14-0 first quarter lead. Then the Husk- 
ers roared back with vengence via long runs by Light Horse Harry 
Wilson and Fred Duda to pull up 14-13 at halftime, Larry Wachholtz, 
the Husker’s ace defensive safety and leading scorer—all by toe— 
sewed it up in the final quarter by kicking a field goal for a 16-14 
masterpiece. 

Then came a 42-6 rout of the Kansas J ayhawks before an even more 
challenging assignment against Oklahoma State. Trailing 17-14 with 
only five minutes left in the game, the Cornhuskers drove 76 yards 
to score the winning touchdown with only 38 seconds left, leaving 
the Cowboys 2117 victims of a magnificent effort under pressure- 
cooker conditions. 

All that remained was Oklahoma, the team that had ruined their 
1964 efforts toward an undefeated season in the final game, 17-7. The 
nation was looking in via national television as Oklahoma shook the 
Huskers with a 9-0 lead early in the game. 

But Nebraska, as it had all season, proved its status as a national 

» powerhouse was merited by storming back to win, 21-9, presenting 
Cornhusker-land with its first undefeated team since the 1915 Jumbo 
Stiehm-rollers raged through the Midlands, 

Looking back, Nebraska’s performance is impressive from many 
angles. Gone from the 1964 championship nucleus was the entire offen- 
Clive middle line. 

Yet; Devaney and his staff constructed a massive and mobile for- 
ward wall that chopped enough holes in enemy defenses to enable 
Husker backs to lead the nation in rushing offense. Tackle Jim Brown 
moved up from the ranks to help All Big 8 Dennis Carlson, while first 
sophomore Wayne Meylan and then junior Jim Osberg came through, 


along with All Big 8 LaVerne Allers, to give NU a fine set of guards. 
of guards. 
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Kelly Petersen assumed the center chores and developed fast, and 
the Cornhuskers boasted a pair of All Americans at the ends—Free- 
man White and Tony Jeter. 


In the offensive backfield, Nebraska had considerable talent. At 
quarterback Bob Churchich ran the throttle for two games, then turn- 
_ed the controls over to Fred Duda—who made an almost unbelievable 
comeback after a badly broken leg in 1964—and “Zippity” ran the 
show until the Oklahoma finale. Then Churchich took over again to 
guide a pair of TD drives and toss a touchdown pass. 


With power backs like Ron Kirkland, Pete Tatman and the brilliant 
Wilson, as well as sophomore sensations like Charley (Choo Choo) 
Winters and Ben (Pope) Gregory, the Huskers chewed up huge chunks 
of landscape. And as counterbalance, there was always little Frank 
Solich skittering and plunging for many yards. 


Defensively, the Huskers again turned in a fine performance—like 
allowing only one TD pass all season—led by All America tackle Walt 
Barnes. It took some rebuilding of the defensive platoon, too. 

Jerry Murphy and Meylan became middle guards when Barnes 
shifted to tackle after the Air Force scramble. Only Dick Czap, a tackle, 
remained from last year’s forward starters during the last half of the 
season. Injuries knocked out ends Mike Grace and Bill Haug—and 
Langston Coleman for half the slate—but sophomores Len Janik, and 
Jerry Patton produced in fine style. 

Linebackers Mike Kennedy, an All Big 8 choice, and Lynn Senkbeil 
had great years, as did veteran corner back Bill Johnson, junior 
cornerback Kaye Carstens, rookie left safety Marv Mueller and All 
Big 8 safety Larry Wachholtz—the national punt return leader all 
season who finished second by seven yards. 

All these players, and many more, were the keys to perfection by 
their dedication, loyalty, sacrifice and tremendous effort. 

To Coach Devaney and his assistants—Carl Selmer, Mike Corgan, 
George Kelly, Jim Ross, John Melton, Tom Osborne, Cletus Fischer, 
Rudy Gaddini, Dick Beechner and Larry Kramer—plus all Cornhusker 
players, goes huge helpings of congratulations for the ultimate foot- 
ball performance, the perfect season.

Bob Devaney’s Nebraska Cornhuskers won their third consecutive 
Big 8 title in 1965 by compiling an undefeated 10-0-0 record—first 
perfect season at Nebraska since 1915. 

Devaney started the 1965 campaign as the coach with the best win- 
ning percentage of anyone in the nation—and chalked up 10 more 
wins to pad the lead. 

“The Duke,” as he’s sometimes called by Husker fans and scribes, 
now boasts a lifetime mark of 73-15-5 for a percentage of .829, disre- 
garding ties, or .811, counting ties. : 

At Nebraska his record is even more phenomenal—38-5-0 for a 
percentage of .883 in four years. 

Adding luster to Devaney’s fabulous record is the fact that the 1966 
Orange Bowl appearance against Alabama’s Crimson Tide will mark 
his fourth straight post-season game since coming to Nebraska from 
Wyoming in 1962 after piling up a 35-10-5 record. 

After taking over from Bill Jennings in 1962, Devaney guided the 
Huskers to an 8-2 record—including winning the first six games—and 
a 36-34 Gotham Bowl win over Miami. The following year the Big Red 
dropped only one game while winning nine and copped the first con- 
ference title since 1940. 

In the 1964 Orange Bowl game, the Cornhuskers upset Auburn, 13-7, 
in a classic thriller, and the following fall the rebuilding Huskers won 
nine straight before losing the finale to Oklahoma. It was a Cotton 
Bowl game last year, with the Huskers leading Arkansas—Grantland 
Rice Trophy winner—until the final minutes before falling, 10-7, in 
a great contest. 

With the stage thus set, Devaney skippered the Cornhuskers to their 
first unbeaten season in a half-century in 1965 and will’meet the 
forces of Bear Bryant in the 1966 Orange Bowl game New Year's 
night at Miami, Fla. 

Under Devaney’s expert guidance, the Cornhuskers have developed 
five All America players—Bob Brown in 1963, Larry Kramer in 1964, 
and Walt Barnes, Tony Jeter and Freeman White in 1965—and 23 All 
Big 8 performers during four seasons. 

Coach Devaney was named Big 8 “Coach of the Year” in 1962, 1963 
and 1964, as well as “Midlands Coach of the Year” in 1962 and 1963. 
He has served as an assistant coach in the All America Bow] and logged 
head time in the Blue-Gray game and the All America Bowl, 

Devaney and his wife, Phyllis, have two children—Mike and Patricia 
—both students at the University of Nebraska,

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TIPPY DYE-NEBRASKA'S ATHLETIC DIRECTOR 


Nebraska has risen to athletic prominence once again-since. Tippy 
Dye became athletic director almost four years ago, Dye quickly 
solved the Cornhusker football program by landing Bob Devaney 
and his fine staff. He has*logged many hours promoting enthusiasm 
for the various Nebraska booster groups so necessary to Husker 
success, 

Nebraska ranked 8rd in the 1964-65 Big 8 All Sports ranking. 

Success in athletics and athletic administration is no stranger to 
Dye. Prior to accepting the Nebraska position in December, 1961, Dye 
was athletic director at Wichita for three years, during which time that 
school became a national basketball power and saw its football team 
climax the 1961 season with a Sun Bowl appearance. 


During Tippy’s nine-year tenure as basketball coach at the Uni- 
versity of Washington, his team won the northern division of the 
Pacific Coast Conference six times, won two championships and cop- 
ped the Western NCAA Regional in 1953. 

Dye was a three-sport athlete at Ohio State and 
gained numerous honors, including nomination for 
the Football Hall of Fame. He was an all-confer- 
ence quarterback, all-conference and All-America 
in basketball, despite standing only 5-7 and weigh- 
ing 110 pounds, and a standout infielder on the 
Buckeye baseball team. 

Tippy was named to the all-conference cage 
squad in 1936 and 1937, the All-America basket- 
ball team in 1937, and selected for the East-West 
Shrine football game and All Star football game 
in Chicago. He earned three letters each in base- 
ese pews! ball, football and basketball. 

TIPPY DYE : Graduating from Ohio State in 1937, Dye join- 
Athletic Director ed the Cincinnati Royals of the newly-formed 

American Football League as player-coach for the 
1937 and 1938 seasons. 

Moving to the college ranks as basketball coach and assistant foot- 
ball coach at Brown, Dye returned to Ohio State in 1942 as assistant 
coach in football and basketball. He was named head baseball coach 
in 1943 and skippered the Buckeye team to the Big 10 title. 

After serving three years in the Navy V-5 program at Chapel Hill, 
N. C., and Corpus Christi, Tex., Dye returned to Ohio State as head 
basketball coach in 1946, He concluded his stay there in 1950 by re- 
cording a 22-4 record, winning the Big 10 championship and defeating 
City College of New York, 56-55, in the NCAA playoffs, 

He has been a member of the National Basketball Rules Committee, 
the National Basketball Coaches Press Relations Committee, the Ethics 
All-American Research Committee, a member of the NCAA Olympic 
Committee for basketball and served as team manager for the 1959 
Pan-American games. 

The Nebraska director is married and he and his wife, Mary, have 
two children—Stephanie and Tippy, Jr.

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UNIVERSITY OF NEBRASKA 
A Midlands Leader 


Chartered on February 15, 1869, the University of Nebraska opened 
its doors to students in 1871 as one of the Land-Grant institutions 
dedicated to the extension of educational opportunity to all persons. 


It is composed of ten colleges and six schools and conducts one of 
the world’s largest extension programs. The University has three 
campuses: City and East in Lincoln, and the College of Medicine and 
School of Nursing in Omaha, The latter is part of a growing medical 
complex and includes the Nebraska Psychiatric Institute operated in 
association with the Nebraska Department of Public Institutions. 

The University’s current enrollment is the largest in the institution’s 
history, About 88 percent of the student body comes from Nebraska 
towns. Every state and 50 foreign countries are represented in the 
balance. The University also operates the second largest correspond- 
ence study program among all American universities. 


As a pioneer, the University opened the first program in graduate 
instruction west of the Mississippi in the mid-1880’s and before 1910 
was accorded membership in the Association of American Universi- 
ties, one of the nations oldest collegiate organizations devoted to high 
scholarship and faculty excellence. Membership in the Association is 
still under 50. 


Since its first commencement in 1871, the University has conferred 
more than 75,000 degrees. Among its students have been the late 
Willa Cather, American novelist; the late Roscoe Pound, world author- 
ity on jurisprudence; and Dr. George W. Beadle, president of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago and Nobel-prize-winning geneticist. The great World 
War I commander, General John J. Pershing, was a professor of mili- 
tary science at the University. 

During the past 10 years the University has experienced its greatest 
period of growth: 

...Its enrollment during the period has nearly doubled, and since 
1960 has been growing at the rate of approximately 10 percent per 
year. 

... Under U. S. and Turkish governmental contracts it has assisted 
with the opening of a new university at Erzurum, Turkey, and con- 

_tinues to train faculty members for Turkish universities. 

..-It has pioneered in educational television and established station 
KUON-TV, now at the hub of a statewide educational television net- 
work. 

... With funds contributed by the W. K. Kellogg Foundation and 
volunteer donors it constructed a $3 million Nebraska Center for Con- 
tinuing Education which has served more than 100,000 adults with 
educational programs and éonferences and inaugurated a continuing 
institute for non-college youth. 

... Through the generosity of bequests from the late A. B. Sheldon 
and his sister, the late Miss Frances Sheldon, it has opened the 
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Sheldon Memorial Art Gallery, one of the finest buildings of its kind 
anywhere. 

- It has, in its natural history museum, an internationally known 
collection of” prehistoric elephants. 

...It has quadrupled the number of loans and scholarships available 
to students, introduced a whole series of honors courses for high- 
potential students, and provided an expanded and centralized place- 
ment service for graduates. Of particular importance is a student ex- 
change program with El Colegio de Mexico. 

. With sponsorship from the National Science Foundation it has 
opened a unique college science teacher development program which 
enables faculty members from all Nebraska collegiate institutions to 
pursue graduate work and research at the University on full-pay leave 
from their teaching. 

.. It is building a new $4 million home for its College of Dentistry, 
an extensive new complex for the Department of Music, and in the 
past decade has completed almost $50 million in construction, less than 
half supported by tax funds. 

.. It has opened a new agricultural field laboratory at Mead on 
8,000 acres obtained without state fund expenditures from the federal 
government, and operates Experiment Stations at Scottsbluff, Alli- 
ance, Crawford, North Platte, and Concord. 

As a leader in the field of agricultural education and research, the 
University operates a world-famous tractor testing laboratory, has 
aided in the development of hybrid corn in cooperation with the 
USDA and other universities, and most recently, again with USDA 
cooperation, accomplished a major breakthrough toward the success- 
ful production of hybrid wheat.

Nebraska’s Cornhuskers will be facing one of the nation’s finest 
teams when they square off against Alabama in the Orange Bowl 
on New Year’s Night. 

Coach Paul (Bear) Bryant’s Tide ranked No. 4, one notch behind 
the third-ranked Huskers, at the conclusion of the regular season— 
a fact which marks the 1966 Orange Bowl classic as the premier post- 
season attraction of the year. 

Alabama dropped a controversial 18-17 decision to Georgia in its 
opener, then went the rest of the way unbeaten, Only a 7-7 tie with 
Bluebonnet Bowl entry Tennessee slowed the Tide which wound up 
8-1-1. 

In addition to sacking up the Southeastern Conference title, Bryant’s 
team earned a 7th straight bowl invitation, and produced 13 team 
and individual records. 

Top individual, of course, is Quarterback Steve Sloan, who broke 
six Tide records, tied two others and was responsible for one of 
the four team records that fell, 

Sloan hit 97 of 160 passes for 1,453 yards and 11 TDs, while running 
for46 yards—a total offense production of 1,499 yards. 

Coach Bryant heads into his 12th bowl game with a 6-4-1 record. 
Last year his national championship Tide club dropped a 21-17 
squeaker to Texas in the Orange Bowl, a few hours after Nebraska 
lost a 10-7 decision to Arkansas in the Cotton Bowl. 3 

Bryant’s overall coaching record is 159-51-14, with his Alabama 
mark standing at 68-12-6. 

Thus, the 1966 Orange Bowl game features not only two of the’ 
nation’s finest football powers, but two of the nation’s most distin- 
guished football coaches, as well—Bob Devaney of Nebraska and 
Bear Bryant of Alabama.

Air Force Academy, Colo.— (Sept. 25)—Frank Solich tore 80 yards 
to score on the first play of the game and Nebraska took a 21-0 first 
quarter lead, then had to scrap furiously to down a fired-up Air 
Force team, 27-17, for win No. 2. 

Following Solich’s stunner, Harry Wilson posted a 41-yard run to 
set up a ll-yard TD smash by Ron Kirkland, and Solich logged a 
21-yard scoring scamper to signal a rout at the end of the first period. 

But a Husker fumble set up a Falcon tally in the second quarter, 
and Air Force capitalized on a field goal, an on-side kick, a des- 
perate passing attack and a third-quarter TD to pull up 21-17. 

Solich sewed it up with his third TD of the day, a 4l-yard sprint 
after being momentarily slowed at the line, and the Husker defense 
took command in the fourth quarter.

With Gary Lane running wild, the Tigers had 58,000 Homecoming 
fans screaming in delight by tearing to a 14-0 first quarter lead’before 
the Huskers knew what hit them. 

But when they awoke, the Cornhuskers proved their championship 
caliber by staging one of the great NU comebacks—recalling memories 
of North Carolina State in 1962, Oklahoma in 1960, Minnesota in 1964 
and Iowa State in 1940.

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NEBRASKA LEADS NATION 
IN RUSHING OFFENSE 


Nebraska’s 1965 Cornhuskers led the nation in rushing offense with 
an average of 290.0 yards per game, and ranked high in total offense 
(404.0), rushing defense (109.2), passing defense (93.5), total defense 
(202.7), scoring (32.1), and scoring defense (9.0). 

The Cornhuskers, who ranked second only to Tulsa in total offense, 
became the first Big 8 team to average over 400-plus without averag- 
ing at least 300 yards on the ground. 

Nebraska led the Big 8 in rushing, total offense, rushing defense 
and total defense, while ranking third in pass offense (114.0) and 
second in pass defense. 

Only Husker to win a Big 8 individual title was Larry Wachholtz, 
who won punt return honors (he ranked second, nationally, to Nick 
Rassas of Notre Dame, by seven yards) with 452 yards and a 14.6 
average, 

Freeman White was second in pass receiving (458 yards and 6 
TDs), Wachholtz was third in scoring (45), Charlie Winter was fourth 
in scoring (42), White was fifth (38), Pete Tatman was eighth (36) 
along with Harry Wilson. Frank Solich was third in kickoff returns 
with 21.9. 

In rushing, Nebraska ranked 3-4-5, with Harry Wilson No. 3 with 
672 yards, followed by Frank Solich 580 and Ron Kirkland 522. Fred 
Duda was the No. 4 passer with 46 for 110, 682 yards and 6 TDs, 
while Bob Churchich was 8th with 29 for 66, 405 yards and 4 TDs, 

Duda also ranked 4th in total offense with 966 yards.
